Mayor 
refuses 
pay raise

Mayor Peter Kelly said he’s going to 
reject a pay raise for the second 
year in a row. 

Kelly sent out a press release yes¬ 
terday regarding his 5.92 per cent 
raise, which works out to about 
$9,000. After taxes and benefits are 
deducted, he said he’ll donate the 
rest through automatic payroll 
deductions. 

“I think in these times, we all 
see what’s happening out there 
and we know people are finding it 
challenging,” Kelly told reporters 
outside council chambers yester¬ 
day. “It’s important to let the pub¬ 
lic know that I understand that and 
I will do what I can to mitigate 
those kind of increases here even 
though they are automatic.” 

Coun. Debbie Hum said Kelly 
didn’t have to send out a press 
release about it. 

”We make donations and we 
don’t put press releases out,” she 
said. “It’s something that’s per¬ 
sonal and I think we all decide out 
of our pays what charities we want 
to donate to.”

applauded the mayor’s public 
announcement. 

“If people are able to talk about 
how they’re doing it, that’s great, 
and maybe other people will be 
able to model that as well,” she 
said. 

Kelly said that he’s in a differ¬ 
ent boat when it comes to pay rais¬ 
es because councillors receive a 
much smaller increase of 1.04 per 
cent. 

“I’m not challenging any of their 
responses, I’m just dealing with 
what my personal situation is, and 
I’ve committed to give those funds 
back to various charities,” he said. 

One of Kelly’s most vocal oppo¬ 
nents on council, Coun. Sue Uteclc, 
declined to comment yesterday.

Occupy Nova Scotia pro¬ 
testers have moved camp 
— for now. 

The group has packed up 
their encampment, which 
was set up at Grand Parade 
in front of Halifax City Hall, 
to Victoria Park across from 
the Public Gardens. 

“If anything, I think this 
move has actually made us 
stronger as a community,” 
said John Thibeau a 
spokesman for Occupy No¬ 
va Scotia. 

Thibeau said he was im¬ 
pressed by the progress the 
Occupiers made in taking 
down their campsite when 
he arrived at Grand Parade 
on Monday morning. 

The occupiers held a 
spontaneous march down 
Spring Garden Road on 
Monday when they started 
moving to their temporary 
home. This move to Victo¬ 
ria Park was done so the 
Occupiers wouldn’t inter¬ 
fere with Remembrance 
Day ceremonies on Friday, 
and the preparation before¬ 
hand. 

Thibeau said some occu¬ 
piers actually like the new 
site better than the old one.

The house is not locat¬ 
ed on the property where 
Kirwan’s body was found 
on Saturday, he added. 

He said that, for the in¬ 
tegrity of the case, police 
are not disclosing what 
led them to the house. He 
could not confirm 
whether the house was 
owned or had a 
connection to the car that 
was seized Monday. 

Rudolph said police 
seized a grey 2002 
Chevrolet Impala Monday 
around 4 p.m. in connec¬ 
tion with the case, and it 
is currently being exam¬ 
ined for evidentiary pur¬ 
poses. 

He would not say 
where the vehicle was 
seized from or who it be¬ 
longs to.

The legislation would 
also allow the province to 
recoup costs associated 
with the care of seized ani¬ 
mals. The Department of 
Agriculture investigated 
more than 100 different 
complaints in 2010, result¬ 
ing in the seizure of four 
animals.

The French president’s 
overheard remark to U.S. 
President Barack Obama 
that Israel’s prime minister 
is a “liar” laid bare escalat¬ 
ing international frustra¬ 
tion at deadlocked peace 
efforts — and left all three 
world leaders looking 
blemished. 

Obama, heard through 
an interpreter, responded, 
“I have to work with him 
eveiy day.” 

Some Israelis felt French 
President Nicolas Sarkozy 
uttered out loud what 
many think in private 
about Israeli Prime Minis¬ 
ter Benjamin Netanyahu. 
Others were shocked, and 
embarrassed. 

Fragments of a conversa¬ 
tion between Sarkozy and 
Obama were overheard by 
reporters last week at the 
Group of 20 summit in 
southern France, via head¬ 
sets that were to be used 
for simultaneous transla¬ 
tion of an upcoming news 
conference. 

Sarkozy’s remarks were

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Huge asteroid 
zips past Earth

An asteroid as big as an air¬ 
craft carrier zipped by 
Earth yesterday in the clos¬ 
est encounter by such a 
massive space rock in more 
than three decades. 

Scientists ruled out any 
chance of a collision but 
turned their telescopes sky¬ 
ward to learn more about 
the object known as 2005 
YU55. 

Its closest approach to 
Earth was pegged at a dis¬ 
tance of 325,088 kilome¬ 
tres at 6:28 p.m. EST. That’s 
just inside the moon’s or¬ 
bit; the average distance 
between Earth and the 
moon is 384,633 kilome¬ 
tres. 

The last time a large cos¬ 
mic interloper came that

close to Earth was in 1976, 
and it won’t happen again 
until 2028. 

Scientists at NASA’s 
Deep Space Network in the 
California desert have 
tracked the quarter-mile¬ 
wide asteroid since last 
week as it approached 
from the direction of the 
sun at 46,671 km/h. 

Astronomers and ama¬ 
teur skygazers around the 
world kept watch, too. 


The Clay Center Obser¬ 
vatory in Massachusetts 
planned an all-night view¬ 
ing party so children and 
parents could peer through 
research-grade telescopes 
and listen to lectures. The 
asteroid can’t be detected 
with the naked eye. 

For those without a tele¬ 
scope, the observatory 
streamed video of the fly-by 
live on Ustream, attracting 
several thousand viewers. 
The asteroid appeared as a 
white dot against a back¬ 
drop of stars. 

Since its discovery six 
years ago, scientists have 
been monitoring the spher¬ 
ical, coal-coloured asteroid 
as it slowly spins through

If there was any doubt 
that celebrities have 
become the new saints of 
the reality-show religion, 
that has been dispelled by 
this latest dubious purchase.

On the surface, Israel’s 
gender equality bona 
fides seem strong, with 
the late Golda Meir as a 
former prime minister 
and Tzipi Livni as the cur¬ 
rent opposition leader. 
But the World Economic 
Forum recently released 
2009 data stating Israeli 
women earned two- 
thirds what men did.

Ratner sorry for slur 

O Tower Heist director apologizes for gay remark O Academy accepts it 


Brett Ratner said Monday 
that he’s sorry for using a 
gay slur during a question- 
and-answer session at a 
screening for his new film. 

The 42-year-old film¬ 
maker, who is set to pro¬ 
duce next year’s Academy 
Awards, issued a statement 
apologizing “for any of¬ 
fence my remarks caused.” 


Ratner used a pejorative 
term to describe gay men 
in response to a question 
asked at a screening of his 
latest movie, Tower Heist. 

“It was a dumb way of 
expressing myself,” Ratner 
said in his statement. 
“Everyone who knows me 
knows that I don’t have a 
prejudiced bone in my 


body. But as a storyteller I 
should have been much 
more thoughtful about the 
power of language and my 
choice of words.” 

Tom Sheralc, president 
of the Academy of Motion 
Picture Arts and Sciences, 
said Monday that Ratner’s 
remarks were “inappropri¬ 
ate” but the academy isn’t 


planning to remove him 
from his Oscar-producing 
position. 

“The bottom line is, this 
won’t and can’t happen 
again. It will not happen 
again,” Sheralc said. “The 
apology he gave I truly be¬ 
lieve comes from his 
heart.”

Drake’s highly anticipated 
sophomore album, Take 
Care, hit the web earlier 
this week. 

“Are these people really 
discussin’ my career again, 
asking if I be going plat¬ 
inum in a year again?,” he 
asks in the lead-off track, 
Over My Dead Body. 

Well, yes, they are, be¬ 
cause the Canadian rapper 
has talent on the mic. He 
combines venomous 
taunts with philosophical 
gems like “Jealousy is just 
love and hate at the same 
time,” and, “You lose 
some, you win some, as 
long as the outcome is in¬ 
come.” And yeah, both of 
these pearls are in that 
same first track. 

Take Care will most 
likely end with an out¬ 
come of income, as it has 
guest stars galore that run 
the gamut from soul leg¬ 
ends (Stevie Wonder lends 
his signature harmonica to 
Doing it Wrong) to guests 
that pop music powers- 
that-be would probably 
fine you if you didn’t use 
somewhere, such as Rihan- 
na, Nicki Minaj and Lil’ 
Wayne. When Drake is 
rapping, he gets to the 



point fast and his rhymes 
are often loaded with as 
many thoughts per minute 
as any vintage Dylan song, 
but the songs on Take Care 
are spacious, and one, Mar¬ 
vin’s Room, Buried Alive 
even clocks in at more 
than eight minutes. He is 
also impressively smooth 
when he is singing. 

The beats are tight, and 


the chorus hooks are spot- 
on, but the one-liners are 
really the biggest high¬ 
lights of this album. 

Our favourite? 

“You ain’t the only one 
that’s trying to be the only 
one,” he says in We’ll Be 
Fine. 

The only thing that is 
jarring on Take Care is 
when Drake changes the 


mood entirely. A song like 
Practice, will start as a 
smooth R&B jam, but then 
out of nowhere Drake will 
drop a line like, “Girl, you 
look good, why don’t you 
back that ass up?” 

Well, this approach has 
probably worked for Drake 
in his romantic practice, 
and it will probably work 
for him in his career too.

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The Saint Maiy’s Huskies 
have called their Oct. 22 
loss to the Acadia Axemen a 
walceup call.

The Huskies, vying for 
their fifth straight Atlantic 
University Sport football 
championship, face the Ax¬ 
emen in the Loney Bowl at 
1 p.m. in Wolfville. Al¬ 
though the teams split the 
two-game season series, 
Acadia made an emphatic 
statement by clinching first 
place with a 41-28 win in 
the most recent matchup. 

“We get the opportunity

Sumarah. “Are we ready? I 
sure hope so.” 

The Huskies beat Acadia 
8-3 at home on Oct. 1, but 
were lit up on Oct. 22 by Ax¬ 
emen quarterback Kyle 
Graves, who threw four 
touchdowns to receiver 
Mike Squires of Halifax. 

Sumarah said Graves — 
an MVP candidate — was 
“the whole difference” for 
Acadia, but he also saw 
plenty of flaws with his 
team after it squandered a 
28-24 lead in the fourth 
quarter. 

“Acadia brought more in¬ 
tensity, and that was some¬ 
thing I don’t think our guys 
were able to match,” 
Sumarah said. “Going into 
the fourth quarter, we were 
ahead and we should have 


put them away.” 

Although Sumarah was¬ 
n’t thrilled with the 
Huskies’ performance in 
last Saturday’s 25-2 semifi¬ 
nal win over the St. Francis 
Xavier X-Men, he said play¬ 
ing in that game was better 
than sitting idle on a bye. 

“We’ve been struggling 
tiying to get some continu¬ 
ity, and we needed to be on 
the field,” he said. 

With both regular-sea- 
son matchups going down 
to the dying minutes of the 
fourth quarter, a similarly 
close, hard-fought battle is 
expected on Saturday re¬ 
gardless of who wins.

O Oilers goalie makes 28 saves in Montreal as Edmonton posts seventh win in eight games

As hot as veteran Ryan 
Smyth has been, he was 
quick to give goaltender 
Nikolai Khabibulin much of 
the credit for the streaking 
Edmonton Oilers’ latest vic- 
tory. 

Smyth had a goal and an 
assist but Khabibulin was 
the difference as the Oilers 
downed the Montreal Cana- 
diens 3-1 despite being out- 
shot 29-14 last night. 

“Great goaltending gave 
us a chance,” said Smyth, 
who has nine points in his 
last five games. “Habby’s 
been playing superb all 
year. 

“In the third they had 
some chances but we found 
a way to hold on. It was a 
good road win.” 

Ryan Jones scored short 
handed and Tom Gilbert 
got the game-winner for 
the Northwest Division¬ 
leading Oilers (9-3-2), who 
rebounded from a 4-2 loss 
to Phoenix on Saturday to 
post their seventh win in 
eight games. 

They have surrendered 
one or fewer goals in seven 
of their 14 games and 
Khabibulin has dominated

statistics since the start of 
the season. 

“I wouldn’t say all season 
long because it hasn’t been 
long yet, but I felt pretty 
good,” the 38-year-old said. 
“I think we’re all playing 
well, so that helps.” 

Max Pacioretty scored 
for the Canadiens (5-7-2), 
who have lost two in a row 
and have scored one or few¬ 
er goals in six of their de¬ 
feats. 

Pacioretty’s team-leading 
sixth of the season came 22 
seconds after Gilbert put 


Edmonton ahead 2-0 at 
16:28 of the third period. 
The big winger swept in on 
the right side and saw his 
backhander go off Gilbert’s 
stick, change speed and fool 
Khabibulin between the 
pads. 

That brought the Bell 
Centre crowd of 21,273 to 
life after seeing the home 
team checked tightly by the 
speedy Oilers and thwarted 
time and again by the big 
Russian goaltender. But 
Smyth ended the threat 
with an empty-net goal 
with 43 seconds to play. 


“We had a lot of opportu¬ 
nities to score, but Khabibu¬ 
lin played well and we 
weren’t able to cash in on a 
lot of really good opportuni¬ 
ties,” said Erik Cole, who 
was Montreal’s best for¬ 
ward on the night with five 
shots on goal and a strong 
physical effort throughout 
the game. “It could have 
been a much different 
games if we could have 
cashed in on a couple.” 

Montreal coach Jacques 
Martin felt his team played 
well enough to win, gener¬ 
ating 17 scoring chances, 


but fell victim to a hot 
goalie and some bad luck. 
Michael Cammalleri hit 
two goalposts, while Ed¬ 
monton had Gilbert’s harm¬ 
less looking shot go in off 
defenceman Josh Gorges. 

“They have the best 
goals-against in the league,” 
Martin said of the Oilers. 
“They’re a good team with a 
lot of speed and talent, but 
we dominated them in scor¬ 
ing chances. You’re disap¬ 
pointed with the score, but 
it wasn’t a lack of effort or 
execution.”

Paterno’s regularly 
scheduled news conference 
was abruptly cancelled yes¬ 
terday. A university 
spokesman cited “ongoing 
legal circumstances,” a ref¬ 


erence to charges an¬ 
nounced over the weekend 
that Sandusky molested 
eight young boys between 
1994 and 2009, and that 
two PSU administrators 
who have since stepped 
aside failed to notify au¬ 
thorities of a 2002 incident 
reported by an eyewitness. 

Late last night, the board 
said it would appoint a spe¬ 
cial committee to conduct 
an investigation into the 
“circumstances” that re¬ 


sulted in the indictments of 
Sandusky, athletic director 
Tim Curley and vice-presi¬ 
dent Gary Schultz. The 
committee will be appoint¬ 
ed Friday at the board’s reg¬ 
ular meeting, which Gov. 
Tom Corbett said will ex¬ 
amine “what failures oc¬ 
curred and who is 
responsible and what 
measures are necessary to 
ensure” similar mistakes 
aren’t made in the future.

Union president Derek 
Fisher says his orders 
from NBA players are 
clear: No deal. 

“The current offer on 
the table from the NBA is 
one that we cannot 
accept,” he said yesterday. 

Instead, the players 
said they will ask for an¬ 
other meeting with the 
owners before 
commissioner David 


Stem’s afternoon 
deadline today. 

Stem has said that if 
the players don’t take the 
current deal by then, the 
league’s next offer will be 
much worse. 

The players insisted 
they will not be forced in¬ 
to taking a bad deal by an 
ultimatum. 

“The players are 
saying that we 
understand their 
position, but 
unfortunately we’re not 
intimidated by that,” 
union executive director 
Billy Hunter said.

Joe Frazier had to throw his 
greatest punch to knock 
down “The Greatest.” 

A vicious left hook from 
Frazier put Muhammad Ali 
on the canvas in the 15th 
round in March 1971 when 
he became the first man to 
beat him in the Fight of the 
Centuiy at Madison Square 
Garden. 

“That was the greatest 
thing that ever happened 
in my life,” Frazier said. 

Frazier, who died Mon¬ 
day night after a brief bat¬ 
tle with liver cancer at 67, 
will forever be associated 
with Ali. No one in boxing 
would ever dream of 
anointing Ali as The Great¬ 
est unless he, too, was 
linked to Smokin’ Joe. 

“I will always remember 
Joe with respect and admi¬ 
ration,” Ali said in a 
statement. 

They fought three times, 
twice in the heart of New 
York City and once in the 
morning in a steamy arena 
in the Thrilla in Manila in 
the Philippines. They went 
41 rounds together. Neither 
gave an inch and both gave 
it their all. 

In their last fight in 
Manila in 1975, they traded 
punches with a fervour 
that seemed unimaginable 
among heavyweights. Fra¬ 
zier gave almost as good as 
he got for 14 rounds, then 
had to be held back by 
trainer Eddie Futch as he 
tried to go out for the final 
round, unable to see. 

“Closest thing to dying 
that I know of,” Ali said af¬ 
terward. 

Ali was as merciless with 
Frazier out of the ring as he 
was inside it. He called him 
a gorilla, and mocked him 
as an Uncle Tom. But he re¬ 
spected him as a fighter, es¬ 
pecially after Frazier won a 
decision to defend his 
heavyweight title against 
the then-unbeaten Ali.

Battery system & engine 

The battery system — in fact the Hybrid’s entire 
powertrain for that matter — has been lifted from 
the Hyundai Sonata Hybrid and consists of a 270- 
volt lithium-polymer battery that’s claimed to be 
lighter and more durable than other types, such as 
the lithium-ion cells installed in the Chevrolet Volt 
and the Nissan Leaf electric cars. 

The battery feeds a 40-horsepower electric motor 
that functions in tandem with a 166-horsepower 
2.4-litre four-cylinder engine, for a combined 206 
horsepower. 


Comparison 

The Optima Hybrid is capable of speeds 
up to 100 km/h on electric power alone, 
compared to 75 km/h for the Ford 
Fusion and for short bursts up to 40 
km/h for the 2012 Toyota Camry 
Hybrid. 

However, the Optima’s estimated 5.6 
1/100 1cm city and 4.9 highway fuel 
economy falls short of the Camry’s 
4.5/4.9 and the Ford Fusion’s 4.6/5.4 
city/highway ratings. 


Fuel-sipping features 

The Hybrid uses a special six-speed-automatic 
transmission that operates without a tradition¬ 
al torque converter, again a departure from 
most hybrid cars that use continuously variable 
transmissions. The top three gear ratios have 
been designed so that the engine runs at the 
lowest-possible engine speed to help save fuel. 

The car also features low-rolling-resistance 
tires and an integrated starter-generator that 
shuts off the gas engine when the vehicle is 
stopped.

As the seasons change, so 
should your tires. 

You’ve probably noticed 
that the nastier-weather 
varieties are now called 
winter tires, rather than 
snow tires. This isn’t just 
the same product with a 
new name. 

Winter tires provide su¬ 
perior traction in all types 
of winter conditions, from 
deep snow, to puddles, to 
diy pavement. 

The main differences 
between tires are in their 
tread and rubber com¬ 
pounds. Winter treads are 
more aggressive so they 
can bite into snow, and 
push slush and water out 
of the way. 

This is very important, 
since tires that don’t prop¬ 
erly channel water can cre¬ 
ate a situation, called 
hydroplaning, where the 
tire floats on top of pud¬ 
dles instead of maintain¬ 
ing contact with the 
asphalt below. 

If your car hydroplanes, 
you don’t have control of 
it. 

The formulation of the 
rubber compound is also 
important, as rubber gets 
soft in the heat and hard in 
the cold — exactly the op¬ 
posite of what you want it 
to do in your tire. 

The softer compound in 
winter tires helps them to 
stick to the pavement, al¬ 
though it does make them 
wear faster, one of the 
trade-offs of good winter 
tires. 

So-called “all-season” 


7C 

At just 7C, winter tires 
grip cold, dry 
pavement better than 
all-season tires, reduc¬ 
ing your stopping dis¬ 
tances and improving 
your vehicle's 
handling. 

tires are halfway between 
summer and winter ones. 

They’re better described 
as “three-season” tires, 
since they’re inferior to 
the performance of winter 
tires at a time when driv¬ 
ing can be most treacher¬ 
ous. Some companies offer 
a new “four-season” ver¬ 
sion, which meets winter 
tire standards, identified 
on all tires that do so by a 
stylized logo of a moun¬ 
tain and snowflake mould¬ 
ed into the sidewall. 

These four-season tires 
primarily use an all-season 
compound with a more ag¬ 
gressive tread, which will 
be noisier in summer and 
use more fuel. 

Good tires aren’t cheap, 
but the highest price does¬ 
n’t always guarantee the 
most appropriate tire. Sev¬ 
eral consumer groups rate 
winter tires; in Canada, 
the Automobile Protection 
Association offers a free 
comparison chart of some 
50 tires at APA.ca. 

Switching to winter 
tires in the fall will not on¬ 
ly improve the driving ex¬ 
perience, but will extend 
the life of your all-season 
tires.

Regardless of your

Elon Musk. 

he considerable 
fortune he 
made through 
PayPal and oth¬ 
er ventures he 
then sunk into 
the Telsa electric vehicle 
adventure. 

Soon after he took the 
company public last sum¬ 
mer it purchased a huge 
factory, the ex-Toyota plant 
in Fremont, California. 

By next summer the 
plant will begin shipping 
out production versions of 
the new Tesla Model S — an 
all-electric luxury sedan. 
While about 5,000 units 
will be built in 2012, Musk 
fully expects to be building 


and selling 20,000 units of 
Model S during 2013. In 
that year he also expects to 
build and sell an additional 
15,000 units of Model X, a 
yet-to-be-introduced 
crossover based on the plat¬ 
form debuted by the Model 
S. 

All this in a hairy eco¬ 
nomic market, and a mar¬ 
ketplace where electric 
cars have yet to prove their 
mettle, business case, infra¬ 
structure requirements, 
consumer acceptance, 
etcetera, etcetera. 

That, my friends, is a de¬ 
cisive, unwaffling, non 


fence-sitter kind of a guy. 
Unlike myself, of course, 
whose favourite joke is this 
one: “Do you have trouble 
making up your mind? 
Well, yes and no.” 

Last month, Tesla invit¬ 
ed all its deposit holders to 
the plant, so they could wit¬ 
ness in person the unveil¬ 
ing of the production-ready 
Model S. Over 3,000 made 
the trip and by all accounts, 
treated Musk like a rock 
star. 

To keep the buzz going, 
Tesla has been taking the 
Model S to selected North 
American cities. Last week 


it landed in Toronto, and 
we decided to mosey on 
down to have a look. 

First impression? It’s a 
pretty car, but also a bit coy 
about its electric nature. 

One of the Tesla’s han¬ 
dlers, Camille Rickets, told 
me the look is purposely fa¬ 
miliar, to help ease con¬ 
sumers into the electric 
movement. She noted that 
interior packaging is where 
the more dramatic gains of 
electric propulsion are 
leveraged. 

With batteiy cells pack¬ 
aged in the floor, and the 
entire electric drivetrain 


packaged between the two 
rear wheels, the rest of the 
vehicle can be utilized for 
people and stuff. Model S 
has a trunk at each end of 
the car and three rows of 
seats. (FYI, the “trunk” at 
the front is now called a 
“frunk.”) 

But the most dramatic 
feature of Model S is its in¬ 
credible touch-screen inter¬ 
face — at 43 cm, it is about 
the size of two iPads. 

“All the car controls are 
baked into this one touch¬ 
screen,” says Rickets. And if 
you don’t believe her, just 
go and try to find some but-

tons, switches or knobs... 
The sunroof even opens by 
sliding your finger down 
the screen. 

“We really think this is 
going to be the future of in¬ 
terior car control,” adds 
Ricketts, “because it’s so 
easily update-able.” 

It can be easily updated 
because it is connected to 
the Internet via the 3G net¬ 
works, allowing the car and 
driver to take advantage of 
any future software or ap¬ 
plication revelation. 

Tesla also feels that vehi¬ 
cles are the new platform 
for application develop¬ 
ment, and is excited about 
working with app develop¬ 
ers.
